Campaign Finance 
Measure Stalled 
On Several Fronts

The 
Vatergate-spawned law to prevent 
uture campaign finance scandals is 
>eing stalled by the inaction of 
Resident Ford and Congress. 
Nearly four months have passed 
iince the law was signed Oct. 15. Yet 
here is no commission to enforce it, no 
staff has been hired and no regulations 
lave been written. 
Congress has not yet appropriated so 
nuch as a dime to pay for en- 
orcement, and Ford is seeking a 
faction of the amount Congress 
originally envisioned. 
No date has been set for Senate or 
blouse hearings on the qualifications of 
he persons nominated as election 
commissioner. Congress finished 
selecting its four nominees late last 
nonth but Ford still has not picked his 
wo nominees. 
Technically, the new law took effect 
Mew Year’s Day. 
Meanwhile, 
presidential 
and 
congressional 
candidates 
are 
operating in a partial vacuum, forced 
Lo make their own interpretations of 
the new law’s provisions, some of 
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which are complicated and vague. 
Several candidates and potential 
candidates'already are raising money 
for the 1976 presidential election. A 
special congressional election was 
held last month in louisiana, and a 
special congressional primary is set 
for April 5 in Chicago. 
Many past candidates have debts 
from last year’s congressional races 
and even the 1972 presidential cam­ 
paigns. 
In the eyes of some proponents of the 
bill, the situation 
is becoming 
dangerous. 
“Unless this turns around, we’re on 
our way to one hell of a mess, and a 
hell of a scandal before we even get 
started,’’ said Fred Wertheimer, vice 
president of Common Cause, the 
lobbying group that pushed to get the 
new law enacted. 
“If people don’t feel the law is going 
to be enforced, they’re going to go back 
to the old ways. The danger signs are 
all over the place,’’ he said. 
Former Hep. Robert O. Tiernan, D- 
R.I., who has been nominated by the 
House to serve on the election com­ 
mission, said in a telephone interview 
that he doesn’t like the delays either. 
“The law

January, and we’re going to have an 
awful 
tim e 
getting 
rules 
and 
regulations promulgated,’’ he said. “... 
I think we should be moving very fast, 
but you know it’s up to the President to 
send up the nominees, and the House is 
going to have to move” on financing 
bills and confirmation of its com­ 
mission nominees. 
When the new commission gets 
started it may face a severe budget 
problem. Congress initially authorized 
up to $5 million for the commission’s 
first fiscal year, which ends June 30. 
President Ford’s budget seeks $500,000 
for that period, and $2 million for 1976, 
when the presidential campaign will 
be in full swing. The actual money 
available to the commission will de­ 
pend on how much Congress even­ 
tually appropriates.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Franklin County grand jury will be 
asked today to consider charges that 
Democratic campaign workers got no- 
show jobs with the state during the 
waning days of the administration of 
former Gov. John J. Gilligan. 


“I plan to go before the regular 
Franklin County grand jury Tuesday 
to explain the case and ask their 
cooperation in subpoenaing records 
and w itnesses,” Franklin County 
Prosecutor George C. Smith said 
Monday. 
Smith, a Republican, included 
among those he planned to question IX. 
Gov. Richard Celeste, Joseph Som­ 
m er, director of Adm inistrative 
Services under Gilligan, and John E. 
Hansan, Gilligan’s chief of staff. Smith 
said he did not “at this time” intend to 
call Gilligan. 
Sm ith’s announcem ent m arked 
continued momentum for an in­ 
vestigation which has expanded to 
include six state departments since 
Celeste disclosed early last week that 
he had placed five campaign aides in 
state jobs after the Nov. 7 election.

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
Mail order advertisements are ap­ 
pearing in newspapers around the 
country offering the reader his own 
personal copy of the “Nixon tapes” for 
just $10. 
But police in this coastal community 
where former President Richard M. 
Nixon makes his home say that instead 
of getting a recording of oval office 
conversations, respondents receive a 
30-minute tape of old Nixon speeches. 
“But there’s nothing we can do,” 
said Det. Sgt. Arden Saunders 
following an investigation into the 
matter for possible mail fraud. The ad 
gives a San Clemente post office box 
and the probe was prompted by 
complaints to local police from around 
the country. 
Saunders said they are Nixon tapes, 
even though they aren’t the famed 
Watergate tapes that eventually led to 
Nixon’s resignation last August. 
Home Gardeners Ordering 
Record Amount Of Seeds

With food prices still booming, home 
gardeners are ordering seeds for 
spring planting in record amounts 
while the icy grip of winter is still on 
much of the land. 


Officials of the nation’s largest seed 
and nursery companies say last year’s 
boom in home gardening is bigger than 
ever in 1975 and that they can hardly 
keep up with the demand. 


“If you can eat it, you don’t have 
enough of it. That’s the new general 
rule in this industry,” said Keith Price, 
marketing manager for the Gurney 
Seed and Nursery Co. of Yankton, S.D. 
“We’re getting earlier orders and 
larger orders than ever before,” said 
Alice Gillette of the R.H. Shumway Co. 
of Rockford, 111. “Normally, our busy 
season is just starting.” 
“We’re facing an intense demand in 
our vegetable lines,” said Jerry 
Kantor, assistant to the president of 
the Burpee Seed Co. of Philadelphia. 


“We’re running 20 per cent or more 
ahead of last year, which was a record 
year, and we don’t expect to hit our 
peak until late February or March. 
All three attributed their record 
sales in 1974 to soaring supermarket 
food prices. Sales of flower seeds have 
remained relatively stable, they said. 
“We’re just seeing this year an in­ 
tensification of what started to happen 
last year,” said Kantor. “Despite the 
talk of a recession there’s no doubt that 
inflationary pressures still exist, and 
food costs are going up and up.” 
The three firms mail out millions of 
seed and nursery catalogs each year. 
Price said Gurney expects to ship 
more than a million pounds of seeds to 
gardeners throughout the nation in 
1975, a quantity which would fill more 
than two dozen semi-trailer trucks. 
“Mostly we’re selling tomatoes, 
com, beans, carrots and peas, the stuff 
a beginning gardener is likely to grow. 
We’re seeing a tremendous increase in 
new gardens, as well as larger orders 
from old customers,” Price said.

Robert Brehmer Sr. 
Dies At Age 97 


Mr. Robert L. Brehmer Sr.. 681 N. 
Court S t, prominent in Circleville 
business and civic affairs for many 
years, died 4:30 p.m. Monday at 
Pickaway Manor. He was 91-years old. 
Bom Feb. 16,1884, in Saltcreek Twp. 
near Adelphi, he was the son of John J. 
and Katie I^ndsorfer Brehmer. 
The family moved to Circleville in 
1887. In 1902 he graduated from Everts 
High School and shortly after became 
a lineman for the Central Union 
Telephone Co. He later became 
manager of the company.

in 1913 he became a partner in the 
Noecker and Brehmer Ford dealership 
and in 1915 established his own Ford 
dealership at the present site of The 
Herald. 
Mr. Brehmer became owner of 
Brehmer’s Greenhouse about 1932 and 
was active in the business until his 
health began failing recently. 
Always a steadfast supporter of all 
programs designed for the betterment 
of the city, he was a past president and 
member of the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He was one of 
the original members of the Board of 
Governors of Berger Hospital, serving 
from 1930 until 1962. He was a member 
of the commission that directed 
construction of the hospital. 
He was a charter member of the 
Circleville Rotary Club and achieved a 
50-year perfect attendance record with 
that organization. He served as 
president in 1924 and was for many 
years editor of the Rotary bulletin. He 
was a member of the Pumpkin Show 
board of directors. Mr. Brehmer was 
an organizer and charter member of 
the Pickaway Country Club and was 
voted a life membership in 1964. He 
was a past president of the board of 
trustees. 
He was a member of the Circleville 
BPO Elks Club. 
He was a member of the Allied 
Florists Assn., and a member and past 
president of the Ohio Florists Assn. 
and also the Ohio Flower Growers and 
Retailers Assn. 
Mr. Brehmer was a member of the 
board of directors of Circleville Oil Co. 
and a past president of the company. 
He was a member of the board of 
directors and past president of the 
Forest Cemetery Assn. 
Active in scouting, he received the 
Silver Beaver Award, the highest 
honor in scouting. 
Mr. Brehmer was a sports en­ 
thusiast throughout his life and played 
professional football four years with a 
Columbus team and was active in the 


old Circleville Athletic Cub. He was a 
motorcycle buff when he was in his 
early 20s and all his life enjoyed 
bicycling. 
Mr. Brehmer was a member of 
Trinity Lutheran Church and served as 
a trustee of the church. In 1965 he was 
named an outstanding senior citizen of 
the community by the Jaycees. 
Mr. Brehmer was preceded in death 
by his wife, Nettie Herrmann Breh­ 
mer, and one daughter, Mrs. Joseph F\ 
Bell. 
He is surv ived by one son, Robert L. 
Brehmer Jr., 895 Atwater Ave.; one 
sister, Mrs. Oliver B. Fellows, 
Columbus; seven grandchildren and 
seven great-grandchildren. 
Funeral service will be 2 p.m. 
Thursday at Trinity Lutheran Church 
with Pastor Carl Zehner officiating. 
Burial will be in Forest Cemetery.

Rhodes Measures Tackled By Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Majority 
Democrats, who won legislative ap­ 
proval for six of their own bills in less 
than a week last month, today will 
tackle Gov. James A. Rhodes’ jobs and 
building proposals in the face of an 
early March deadline. 
Rhodes chief of staff John M. 
McElroy was at his desk during the 
Monday holiday refining the con­ 
stitutional language of four resolutions 
•that detail programs for cities, trans­ 
portation, housing and industry. 
The 
D e m o c ra t ic -c o n tro lle d 
legislature would have to approve the 
proposals — including two bond issues 


for more than $4.1 billion — by March 5 
for the package to qualify for the June 
3 primary election ballot. 
McElroy said the resolutions were 
drafted during a six hour meeting 
Saturday between the governor’s aides 
and bond counsel and will be in­ 
troduced in the General Assembly 
today. 
If the Democrats give Rhodes the 
three-fifths majority he needs, voters 
would then decide whether to fund the 
wide-ranging “ depression proof” 
package by approving increases in the 
state sales and gasoline taxes. 
The lawmakers returned today after 


a 12-day mid-winter break. 
Meanwhile, Rhodes is facing a 
Wednesday deadline on the con­ 
troversial $91.3 million school ap­ 
propriation bill, which he can sign, 
veto or allow to become law without his 
signature. 
The Democratic-sponsored measure 
would allocate surplus funds to local 
districts on the basis of $40 per pupil. 
Rhodes, who wanted the money to be 
earmarked for teachers, has been 
urged by minority Republicans to veto 
the bill.

House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, has questioned the

Riffe and Senate President Pro Tem 
Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, plan to 
have two of the proposals introduced in 
each chamber, possibly followed by 
joint committee hearings. Riffe has 
predicted the measures could reach a 
floor vote within IO days. 


'Hie majority party demonstrated its 
expertise in moving bills during the so­ 
called “six day war” when six partisan 
measures were rushed to the desk of 
outgoing Gov. John J. Gilligan in six 
days. 
Nobody is calling the governor’s 
plan partisan, but a $2.5 billion 
something-for-everyone bond proposal 
has already generated its share of 
controversy. 
The bonds would provide $1 million 
to every city in the state for downtown 
renovation and fund a variety of other 
city-oriented projects including the 
development of lake and river ports. 


The plan would require a seven-tenths 
of a cent increase in the four per cent 
sales tax to repay the bonds over a 30- 
year period. 
A $1.6 billion transportation bond 
issue, as proposed, would be retired 
over the same period with a nine- 
tenths of cent hike in the seven cents 
per gallon state gasoline tax. 
Rhodes is also calling for con­ 
stitutional amendments to allow long- 
range tax breaks for new industry and 
to expand the authority of the new 
Housing Development Board so it can 
issue at least $500 million in mortgage 
revenue bonds.

NEW YORK (AP) — Stock prices 
headed higher today in active trading 
after bad news about some blue chips 
sent the market into an early slump. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrials, down about 6 points in the 
first hour, turned and rose .62 to 734.82 
at noon. 
Advances and declines ran about 
even and sales were active but fell 
short of their recent record-breaking 
pace. 
The broad-based NYSE composite 
index was up .01 at 43.22 at noon. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market-value index was down .05 
at 76.74 at noon. 
Brokers said declining interest rates 
continued to give investors a reason 
for putting money into stocks rather 
than alternative interest-bearing in­ 
vestments. 
Chemical Bank of New York reduced 
its prime lending rate for corporations 
to an industrylow 8.5 per cent, while 
many other bank prime rates fell to 
8.75 per cent.

The present shock parole law per­ 
mits inmates to be released after six 
months imprisonment unless they 
have been convicted of murder or 
aggravated murder, or have been pre­ 
viously jailed for more than 30 days. 
Conceding that the program has not 
received favorable public acceptance.

Correction George FL Denton is 
studying further restrictions offered 
by the Adult Parole Authority. 
“ Under our new rules,” Denton said, 
“ I will be willing to exclude first 
degree felons” from eligibility for 
shock parole. 
Denton estimated that this exclusion 
would cut back the number of inmates 
released by about 25 per cent.

HOUSTON (AP) - A taxicab 
passenger was killed Monday night 
when he allegedly jumped out of a cab 
in which he was riding, tried to run 
across a highway and was struck by a 
second cab, state police said.

The convict, Carlos Aleman Jr. of 
Chicago, was freed recently after 
serving two years of a 50 to IOO year 
sentence for sale of $264,000 worth of 
heroin to an undercover agent. 
Judge John Patton, who sentenced 
Aleman, accused the parole board of a 
“ complete copout." Nolan Snyder, 
chairman of the parole board, said 
Aleman was released to his wife 
because he had lived up to the 
guidelines. 
He had been found innocent of a drug 
charge in 1968, and a murder charge 


was dismissed in 1970. 
The rationale for shock parole is 
implicit — that the trauma of in­ 
carceration will have a deterrent ef­ 
fect on a first offender, but the same 
inmate may well become hardened by 
prison influences during a long term. 
Denton sets two criteria: the inmate 
must not represent a danger to the 
community, 
and 
must 
have 
“ reasonable placement resources” —a 
family or job. 
Denton noted that elimination of 
needless jailing relieves overcrowded 
conditions in prisons and saves tax­ 
payers money. It cost the state $5,000 
to imprison a man for one year. 
“ What research we do have,” 
Denton said, “ is that in those ex­ 
periments where people have been 
purposely released early, as compared 
to serving a year and a half or two 
years, the results were no worse—and 
even just a slight bit better." 
Nevertheless, he is looking with a 
favorable eye toward adding first 
degree rapists and armed robbers 
among others to the excluded list. 
Denton said he had the authority to add 
the first degree restnction without 
legislative approval.

'Pill' Boosts 
Dangers 
O f Stroke 


CHICAGO (AP) — The use of birth 
control pills significantly increases the 
risk of a stroke in women, according to 
a followup study of women stroke vic­ 
tims. 


The study, by the Collaborative 
Group for the Study of Strokes in 
Young Women, is reported in today’s 
edition of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 


The study involved a statistical 
group of 598 non-pregnant stroke 
victims from 15 to 44 years old and two 
control groups matched for age and 
race. The women were interviewed 
about 
contraceptive 
practices, 
smoking 
habits, 
symptoms 
of 
headache and general medical history. 


This information was used to 
determine the risk of a stroke in 
women 
of 
various 
ages 
and 
backgrounds, taking into account such 
other factors as high blood pressure, 
smoking and migraine headache. 


In all categories, the relative risk of 
the less severe thrombotic, or blood- 
clotting, stroke and the more severe 
hemorrhagic stroke were found to be 
significantly higher for oral con­ 
traceptive users than for non-users. 


In discussing the use of the con­ 
traceptives combined with hyper­ 
tension, the report pointed out that 
both factors tend to dispose a woman 
toward possible stroke. The study 
added, however, that risk of thrombo­ 
tic stroke for pill users with severe 
high blood pressure is twice that of 
non-users with the same degree of 
hypertension. Among women with 
normal blood pressure, the stroke risk 
is three times higher among pill users.

NEW YORK (AP) - Everyone 
detects it but almost nobody knows 
how to evaluate it. There is hope in the 
economic picture now, still hard to 
spot and not to be trusted fully. But it 
exists; it is there. 
Wholesale prices are falling, and 
that means some consumer prices 
might actually decline — not merely 
slow their rate of increase — over the 
next month or two. The wholesale 
price decline is no fluke — it is now two 
months along. 
It isn’t likely, however, that all the 
decline will be passed on to consumers. 
Those maligned middlemen claim 
they’ve been operating on thin 
m argins, despite many contrary 
opinions, and they might be looking for 
an even larger share. 
Interest rates are falling. You could 
almost say they’re plunging, but that 
term is one you don’t like to use when 
times are bad. But the prime lending 
rate is under 9 per cent now, and banks 
that weeks ago were rationing credit 
are looking for borrowers. 
Hope also radiates from plans of 
Congress and the administration to put 
more money into the hands of con­ 
sumers, who have lost not only their 
willingness to spend but to some extent 
their ability also. 
A tax rebate is of even greater 
consequence than at first glance it 
appears to be. More than just putting 
money into circulation, it also 
demonstrates that this big, sometimes 
unresponsive government is sensitive 
and is able to move in an emergency. 
The stock market is rising and that is 
another sign of hope. Rebates on car 
purchases have spurred sales and, 
among other things, showed that 
American business has the ingenuity 
and will to fight back. 
And there are signs of spring, just 
five weeks away. This usually means a 
pickup in economic activity — more 
jobs, more cars sold, plans made for 
vacations, paint up-fix up the house. 
The spring pickup might be weak this 
year, but it will be better than now. 
There are thanks to be expressed 
also for what didn’t happen. Some 
banks did collapse, but there were 
fears at one time, even in the Federal 
Reserve, that many more would end in 
ruin. And no depositors lost money. 
Nevertheless, these signs don’t form 
a pattern. The negative news still 
buries the positive. Joblessness still is 
rising, and almost nobody outside the 
administration thinks it will peak at 8.5 
per cent. 
Business inventories remain high 
and 
rising, 
and 
that 
means 
a 
depressant on industrial activity. 
Those inventories, including those of 
cars, must be worked off before 
manufacturing picks up. 
A great fear exists — it is an 
economic horror to 
some 
con­ 
servatives — that the big budget 
deficits might mean more of the same 
problems for 1976 and 1977. Nobody 
questions that more money must be 
made available to ease immediate 
problems; but they ask if this is done 
at the expense of the future? 
These are the reasons you cannot 
extract omens from the first few stars 
of hope appearing in the black sky. 
They cast very little light and they 
might even blink out. But they are 
there to look at, anyway. 
And the country, while battered, 
survives.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by latter I Coleman, M D 


I have had a sharp pain in my chest 
for six weeks. I just found out that I 
have pleurisy. I always thought that 
pleurisy was the same as pneumonia. 
Is there a difference? 
Mrs. V. M.,Ohio 
Dear Mrs. M.: 
Pleurisy is an infection or in­ 
flammation of the "pleura,” a fine 
membrance that covers the outside of 
the lungs. 
Another similar pleural membrance 
completely lines the inside of the entire 
chest cavity. In good health, when the 
lungs expand, these two layers glide 
smoothly over each other. When there 
is infection or inflammation of the 
pleural linings, they rub against each 
other. This is responsible for difficulty 
in breathing, and the severe stabbing, 
shooting pain of pleurisy. 
Pleurisy is, in itself, not pneumonia. 
It 
may 
be 
a 
complication 
of 
pneumonia, or may exist without it. 
Before the era of the antibiotics, 
fluid and pus would accumulate bet­ 
ween the two layers of the pleura, and 
complicate pleurisy. Today, almost 
miraculously, with the antibiotics 
these complications of pleurisy are 
rare. 
An injury of the chest wall, which 


may have gone unnoticed, sometimes 
may cause pleurisy, even in the ab­ 
sence of any infection. 
Had you brought your pain to the 
attention of your doctor earlier, 
treatment might have been started 
more quickly and you might have been 
spared this long period of discomfort. 


Is it unusual to have arthritis of the 
neck at the age of 50? I have no ar­ 
thritis anywhere else in the body. 
Mr. J. H , N J. 


Dear Mr. H.: 
Many people younger than 50 have 
osteoarthritis of the cervical spine of 
the neck. 
Sometimes, evidence of this is found 
during a routine X-ray examination 
among people who have never had any 
symptoms related to it. 


It is believed that when man 
graduated from his four-legged 
position these changes became more 
pronounced. 
Constant movement of the neck may 
be responsible for deposits of calcium 
that show up on an X-ray. 
This type of localized arthritis in the 
neck can occur without any signs of 
arthritis anywhere else in the body.

Edeiin appeared on the 
Black News television program in 
Boston and said the fact that he is 
black was a factor in the trial. 
He noted one alternate juror had 
been quoted as saying the jurors made 
racial slurs in the jury room. 
In a separate interview in the Boston 
Globe, Edeiin called the trial “a witch 
hunt.” 
“A lot came together for them in my 
case. They got a black physician, they 
got a woman more than 20 weeks 
pregnant, and they got a fetus in a 
mortuary.”

Snowmobiling Gaining Popularity 
As Outdoor Winter Recreation 


Snowm obiling, a relatively new 
winter sport, is fast gaining popularity 
in Ohio as an outdoor activity during 
the cold-weather months. 


Although m ost en thusiasts like 
snowmobiling for itself, the sport 
naturally complements several other 
w inter activ ities, p articu larly in 
northern Ohio’s “snow belt” region. 


The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) provides designated 
areas for snowmobiling within eight 
state parks and a state forest. 


Snowmobilers may use the frozen 
lake surfaces at Grand I^ike-St. Marys 
State Park in Mercer County, Indian 
lak e State Park in I>ogan County, 
Lake Loramie State Park in Shelby 
County, Buckeye I^ake State Park in 
Fairfield County and Portage Lakes 
State Park in Summit County. 


DNR recommends a minimum ice 
thickness 
of 
five 
inches 
for 
snowmobiling on lake surfaces, but the 
D epartm ent 
cautions 
th at 
any 
snowmobiling done on state lakes is at 
the risk of the operator because of the 
varying thickness and strength of lake 
ice. 


East Harbor State Park in Ottawa 
County has seven miles of snowmobile 
tra ils; Punderson State P ark in 
Geauga 
County, 24 
miles; 
West 
Branch State Park in Portage County, 
14 miles; and Maumee State Forest in 
Lucas County, four miles. The well- 
m arked trails must have snow or ice 
on the ground, and the subsurface soil 
must be frozen before the trails can be 
used. 
The winter recreation now enjoyed 
by snowmobiling enthusiasts was not 
the original purpose for the vehicle.

Troops Fight 
For Town 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 
Government forces launched a drive 
today to retake a district town and rice 
depot in northwest Cambodia, the 
Cambodian military command an­ 
nounced. 
The government gave no details of 
the new m ilitary operation to recap­ 
ture Mong Russei, 150 miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh. But a delayed report 
said the insurgents who occupied the 
town early Monday burned more than 
IOO houses, the Phnom Penh military 
command said. 
Earlier reports said the Khmer 
Rouge rebels captured 125,000 sacks of 
unhusked rice, the equivalent of 2,000 
tons of milled grain. 
The town had a population of 10,000, 
but casualties were not known. 
The Phnom Penh airport and the 
adjoining m arket were hit by three 
rockets, but there were no casualties, 
the command said. 
The South V ietnam ese m ilitary 
command reported one of the heaviest 
shelling attacks in months in the An 
I>oc region 60 miles north of Saigon. It 
said more than 500 m ortar rounds and 
rocket grenades were fired at three 
government positions, but the only 
casu alties w ere two m ilitiam en 
wounded. 
An lx)c, the capital of Binh I/mg 
province, is the only m ajor position 
still held by the government in the 
province.

Early snowmobiles actually were 
m otorized toboggans with power 
supplied 
by 
out-board 
motors 
or 
engines from motorcycles. However, 
the vehicles were propelled by a 
single, tank-like track 
much 
like 
modem snowmobiles. 
T oday’s snow m obiles are con­ 
structed more like motorcycles with 
handlebars linked to two short skis in 
front for steering. A single endless 
track propels the machine. 
Snowmobiles normally seat one or 
two persons and range in price from a 
few hundred to a few thousand dollars. 
Normal snowmobile accessories in­ 
clude sleds which are used to pull 
equipm ent 
or 
people 
behind 
snowmobiles, and trailers for trans­ 
porting the vehicles from one area to 
another. 
Hunters and ice fishermen were 
among the first sportsmen to make use 
of the snowmobile’s utilitarian ad­ 
vantages. It’s a lot easier to put your 
gear on a sled to be pulled by a 
snowmobile than lugging it yourself. 
The sled also can be used to bring back 
the day’s hunting or fishing trophies. 
Hunters and fishermen can 
use 
snowmobiles to quickly and easily get 
to otherwise inaccessible spots and to 
move rapidly from one spot to another. 
Most snowmobilers who use Ohio’s 
state parks are interested in family- 
oriented activities. 
DNR employe Ralph Upp, an avid 
snowmobiler from Reynoldsburg in 
Franklin County, says he began the 
sport to get his family outdoors during 
the winter for some good relaxation 
and plain old fun. 
“ It feels great to be outdoors during 
the winter,” says Upp. “I love the wind 
in my face as I enjoy the scenery from 
my snowmobile.” 
Cooking out while on a snowmobiling 
trip can be an invigorating experience 
for the family. Cooking on a charcoal 
grill in the winter is much the sam e as 
during the sum m er except you 
eliminate pesky problems like ants, 
mosquitoes and flies. 
Many snowmobilers also are winter 
campers. Most camp in the warmth of 
a motor home or hardtop trailer 
equipped with propane furnaces, but 
some choose tents or tent-trailers, with 
or without heaters. 
Grand Lake-St. Marys, Indian I^ake 
and Punderson state parks are among 
20 state parks that have camping areas 
with electricity and heated shower 
houses. East Harbor, I^ake I^oramie 
and West Branch state parks are 
among 24 other state parks that have 
year-round camping areas but not 
heated shower houses. 
Punderson State Park also has a 32- 
room, Tudor-style lodge and 26 elec-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Paid in­ 
formants of the FBI were traveling 
abroad to spy on revolutionary groups 
here and overseas, while CIA agents 
were infiltrating domestic antiwar 
groups as part of a plan to penetrate 
the Soviet intelligence system, ac­ 
cording to two accounts. 
The reported activities snowed tne 
overlapping operations of the two 
intelligence agencies. The CIA is 
limited by law to foreign intelligence 
operations while the FBI handles in­ 
ternal security functions. 
Meanwhile, two former CIA coun­ 
terintelligence officers and a former 
security director of the agency were to 
testify today before the Rockefeller 
commission’s investigation of GA 
domestic spying operations. 
The officials, all of whom retired at 
the end of 1974, are Howard J. Osborn, 
director of security, N. Scott Miler, 
chief of operations in the counter- 
ingelligence staff, and Raymond G. 
Rocca, deputy chief of the coun­ 
terintelligence unit. 
Ray S. Gine, deputy director for 
intelligence in the CIA until 1966, said 
the attempt to gain entrance to the 
Soviet intelligence system through 
antiwar activists here was unsuc­ 
cessful. 
“Some guy got the bright idea that if 
you hired a young man or woman who 
was a really reliable person and able to 
take on the protective coloration of the 
antiwar movement and sent him 
overseas the Soviets might try to 
recruit him,” Gine said. 
However, he said he didn’t think the 
program lasted long enough to be 
successful. 
The agents who infiltrated the peace 
movement did make reports to the 
FBI, Cline said. 
“The reports were made because of 
heavy pressure from the White House 
to get something on the (antiwar) 
movement. I think they were a mis­ 
take,” Gine said. He said the CIA 
never established any evidence the 


Soviet Ballerina 
Arrives In Rome 


ROME (AP) — Soviet ballerina 
Valeria Fedicheva, expelled from 
I^eningrad’s Kirov Ballet company 
after marrying an American, has 
arrived in Rome to be reunited with 
her husband. 
“I could no longer remain away 
from the stage and away from my 
husband, Martin Friedman of the 
Baltimore ballet. We will be going to 
the United States soon and I hope to be 
dancing again,” Miss Fedicheva, 37, 
said. 
She married Friedman in early 1974 
after a 13-year engagement. The 
couple met in Philadelphia in 1961 
while the Kirov was touring the United 
States. 
The couple has an 8-monthold son. 


Soviets were trying to manipulate the 
Vietnam war protest movement. 
Meanwhile, FBI spokesman James 
Murphy said the FBI paid travel ex­ 
penses and fees to informants who 
traveled overseas to keep watch on or­ 
ganizations which have activities 
outside of U.S. borders. 
“If an individual is reporting to us on 
an organization whose activities ex­ 
tend to another country, frequently 
that individual does travel to that other 
country” to gather intelligence. 
Murphy said. 
He emphasized that the informants 


are not FBI agents or employes of the 
FBI and that the overseas travel was 
done voluntarily. 
His comments came after the New 
York Times reported Sunday that 
Joseph A. Burton of Tampa, Fla., said 
that he posed as a Marxist for more 
than two years beginning in May 1972, 
to infiltrate revolutionary groups here 
and abroad. 
Murphy confirmed that “Burton was 
a paid informant for the FBI for ap­ 
proximately two years in the early 
1970s. He voluntarily contacted the 
FBI.”

WASHINGTON IAP) - A cattle 
producer who bought a 600-pound steer 
last August and fed it traditional grain- 
based rations would lose heavily at to­ 
day’s market prices, according to 
Agriculture Department economists. 
The loss would amount to about $130 
per head at current prices for choice- 
grade steers in Midwest markets, 
assuming that production costs were 
keyed to prices over the past six 
months, figures by USDA’s Economic 
Research Service show. 
But if a 600-pound feeder steer was 
purchased in December and fed until 
sold at a market weight of 1,050 pounds 
next June, there is some chance of 
profit, according to a new study by the 
agency. 
A feeder steer would have cost about 
$220 last August. If the animal was 
placed in a feedlot and fed the 
traditional corn-based ration for the 
full six months, it would have run up a 
total cost to its owner of about $505 by 
n«w, according to the analysis. 
Thus, the full-grown steer, ready for 
slaughter, would have to bring $48.09 
per IOO pounds of liveweight for the 
owner to break even. As it is, early 
February prices for choice steers on 
the Omaha market were $35 per 
hundredweight or less, meaning a loss 
of more than $13 per IOO pounds under 
the USDA formula. 
The figures are only estimates based 
on average costs and market prices 
and are interpreted on an assumption 
that all items are paid for during the 
periods indicated. In actual practice, 
producers differ greatly on purchases 
and feeding techniques. 
Also, the figures are based on the 
classic methods of feeding cattle fully 
to market weights and do not take into 
consideration recent modifications 


r 


which include a reduced grain ration, 
shorter feeding periods, earlier 
marketings at lighter weights and 
other variations producers use to help 
trim costs. 
If a 600-pound steer was purchased 
in December it would have cost about 
$169 initially, a $51 decline from last 
August. Corn prices dropped also, 
meaning that the December steer — to 
be sold this coming June — is 
estimated to cost about $452 to produce 
for the slaughter market, a decline of 
about $53 from the August-February 
example. 
That means a producer would need 
to get a little more than $43 per IOO 
pounds in June to break even on his 
steer.

The amounts used were within the 
Russia Sends 
New Fighters 
To Egyptians 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Russia has 
started sending Egypt some of the 
latest Soviet jet fighters, the first such 
shipment of advanced weapons since 
the 1973 Arab-Israeli war. 


U.S. intelligence sources said six 
supersonic MIG23 “ Flogger” fighters 
reached Alexandria recently aboard a 
Soviet freighter. 
Although the number is small, 
delivery of the MIG23s could suggest a 
Soviet effort to mollify Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. Tile Egyptian 
chief repeatedly has accused the So­ 
viets of welshing on promises to im­ 
prove Egypt’s air force and army. 


The MIG23s are the first significant 
new Soviet weapons to reach Egypt 
since Russia abruptly stopped sending 
equipment there last April. Previous 
deliveries had included earlier model 
MIG21 fighters and older Russian- 
made arms. 
The only Soviet military deliveries to 
Egypt between last April and the 
arrival of the MIG23s this month were 
four shiploads of ammunition and 
spare parts. 
U.S. intelligence analysts are in­ 
clined to doubt that the appearance of 
the MlG23s signals a major increase in 
movement of Russian arms to Egypt, 
but they acknowledge they do not yet 
have enough information for a firm 
judgment. 
Tile MIG23, capable of a top speed of 
nearly 2,000 miles an hour, is designed 
to strike ground targets deep inside 
enemy territory, as well as to intercept 
attacking warplanes. 
Israelis are expected to use the 
arrival of the MIG23s in Egypt to 
support their bid for advanced U.S. 
fighters, principally the Air Force’s 
FIS Eagle 
U.S. experts say they see little 
danger of a dramatic tipping of the 
military balance against Israel in the 
foreseeable future, even with Egypt’s 
acquisition of new French-built Mirage 
jet fighters and more MIG23s than 
have been already delivered. 
“ There is still a problem of the 
ability of Egyptian pilots,” said one 
analyst. “ The Egyptians did better in 
1973 than in 1967, but they still have a 
long way to go.

Governors Conference, a big majority 
said their states could not pay for 
programs where federal support was 
being trimmed or held constant in the 
face of rising costs. 
The governors meet in various 
committees 
today 
and 
with 
congressional and administration 
leaders Wednesday and Thursday. 
With about half the 50 governors 
responding to an Associated Press 
survey, most said they could not 
support Ford’s energy program. 
Virtually every Democrat opposed the 
Ford energy plans while Republicans 
were divided. 
Many of the responding governors, 
representing a regional and political 
cross-section of the state chief 
executives, said they were being 
forced to raise taxes in the face of 
federal aid reductions and that 
programs in the fields of health care, 
education and welfare would have to 
be cut back or dropped. 
The 
Ford 
administration 
has 
proposed a 20 per cent cut in the 
federal share of a number of programs 
such as neighborhood health centers, 
maternal and child health centers, 
drug abuse centers, rat control and 
lead-based paint poisoning programs. 
Also proposed are reductions in 
federal matching funds for some 
welfare and social services by as much 
as 65 to 75 per cent. 
“ It would be impossible for the state 
of Maryland to assume the financial 
obligation of added costs for health and 
education programs proposed in 
President 
Ford’s 
rob-the-poor 
budget,” Maryland’s Democratic Gov. 
Marvin Mandel said. 
Gov. Wendell R. Anderson of Min­ 
nesota, chairman of the Democratic 
Governors Conference, said the Ford 
budget would mean “ local tax in­ 
creases or reductions »n essential 
services.” 
“ The President’s budget proposal 
robs essential domestic programs to 
pay $10 billion more for defense and 
$300 million more for space, and he 
wants another $300 million for South 
Vietnam,” Anderson said. “ Three 
more combat divisions and the space 
shuttle and South Vietnam can wait 
while we take care of Americans who 
are out of work and out of money and 


running out of hope.” 
Michigan Gov. William G. Milliken, 
a Republican who survived a close 
election last fall, said his state ‘‘has 
been hit hardest by the combined im­ 
pact of the energy crisis and the 
recession and would be hard-put now 
to assume added costs for anything.” 
Missiouri’s Christopher S. Bond, 
chairman of the Republican gover­ 
nors, said his state’s elderly could not 
afford some of Ford’s proposals. 
The closest thing to firm support for 
Ford came from Democrat David 
Boren of Oklahoma, who approved the 
President’s efforts to hold down fed­ 
eral 
spending 
but 
conceded, 
“ Oklahoma is in much better financial 
condition than most states.”
